London, — Sir. George Cave, home 
secretary in the house of commons, 
announced the terms of the Turkish 
armistice which are now in opera 
tion. They include free passage o 
the allied fleet in the Dardane}les 
and immediate repatriation of British 
prisoners. : 

Other terms, it is learned, com 
prise the occupation of the forts of 
the Dardanelles and Bosphorous ne- 
cessary to secure the passage of the 
allied warships through the Bosphor- 
ous to the Black Sea.

. Manner he may deem advisable, the 
use of anthracite coal in. any build- 
ing. This docs not apply to private 
residences using less than forty tons 

of coal annually. 
' Whenever the fuel administrator 
decides that it is in’the public in- 
terest at certain points to give effect 
to the regulation above outlined, he 
will issue ‘a formal order through the 
local fuel commissio.er of any city 
or town within his province. In the 
absence of such official, the adminis- 
trator may .otify auy censumer to 
the sam. effect.

Bank View of Crops 


Returns are Satisfactory in Quality 
and Yield 


The Monthly Commercial Letter 
of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
in its summary of the business in 
Canada, thus sets out the conditions 
of crops ‘and agricthlture generally: 
“It is difficult to arrive at a definite 
conclusion as to the actual volume 
of the crop. It is mow apparent, 
however, that it will considerably: ex- 
ceed the estiniates formed during the 
bad weather of July and the’ early 
part of August, as is shown by’ the 
demand for farm help. in practically 
every part of the Dominion; and by 
the renewal of orders’ for general 
merchandise and for articles’ that 
cannot be ranked as _ necessaries 
which had been cancelled owing to 
the anticipated failure of the crops. 
The keenest demand exists in - the 
wheat districts of the prairies. Con- 
sidering the weather conditions which 
have prevailed, the returns are satis- 
factory in both quality and yield, 

The rains materially improved the 
outlook for fodder. and root. crops, 
Manitoha, British Columbia and New 
Brunswick will all have a large sur- 
plus of potatoes. Fodder, corn and 
roots in Ontario, and pasturage in 
{the southern districts of the western 
prai-ies, have recovered substantiall 


from the unfavorable weather condi- 
tions during July, and the selling of 
unfinished stock will thus be check- 
ed. At Calgary the volume of cattle

Severe Fuel Rationing for Hotels 
and Restaurants 


Well-lighted and heated hotels and 
restaurants will be unknown in Eng- 
land this winter. The rationing of 
hotcls and restaurants and the cater- 
ing trade generally, under the fuel 
and lighting order is being specially 
dealt with by the coal controller, who 
urges proprictors of these establish- 
ments_to assist in every way by care- 
ful- use of coal, gas and electricity, 
and asks the public to co-operate by 
not demanding fire and light that can 
possibly be done without. 

The coal controller points-out that 
every form of display by means of 
lighting. though it may be more ap- 
parent than serious, nevertheless is a 
subject of comparison and comment, 
and ae set a bad example to the 
householders who are showing every 
intention to use less coal and light in 
their homes. He asks for subdued 
lighting in lounge and dining rooms, 
for its abolition in show cases, and 
for the ban of multiple lights in bed- 
rooms. ’ ‘ 

It is essential that guests should 
realize that hotels and restaurants 
are severely rationed for light and 
fuel, and it is confidently hoped that 
the public, by sound and sensible 
support, will help to put the national 
interests before comfort and luxury.

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| United States Fisheries) Bureau Is 


Indignant 


One hundred and fifty “blackfish” 
(or about that number) ran ashore 
and were stranded on the beach ot 
Nantucket Island recently, 

This becomes more interestin; 
when it is understood that blackfish 
tare not fishes at all, but small whales 
lfrom fifteen to forty feet long and 
weighing from one to three tons 
apiece, 

‘They were driven up on the beach 
by fishermen and allowed to die 
there—just for sport. No use was 
inade of them, ‘Lhe huge carcasses 
simply rotted and poisoned the air. 

The meat of these. whales was 
worth in the market twenty-five 
‘cents a pound. Their hides, for leath- 
er, were worth cight cents a pound. 
The oil derivable trom their jaws (the 
fitiest known for certain. lubricating 
purposes) was worth $8 a gallon.
